U.S.Believes 
Nazis Should 
Feed Victims

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—(UP) 
Responsible officials tonight rep- 
resented the administration as 
feeling that Germany bears the 
primary responsibility for feeding 
the people of European areas oc- 
cupied by the Nazi military. 

They said that in no event will 
this government send food into in- 
vaded countries until and unless 
it is known that suffering exists. 
Even in that contingency, they 
added, the problem will be han- 
dled on the basis of prevailing 
conditions. 

The issue currently is causing 
widespread debate. Former Presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover, who headed 
the World War Belgian Relief 
Commission, has taken the lead 
in urging that food supplies be 
sent to Belgium, occupied France 
and other areas held by Germany. 

Undersecretary of State Sumner 
Welles said Monday that Germany 
was bound by international law 
to provide for civilian populations 
in nations it has conquered. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt told a press con- 
ference today that the whole ques- 
tion was primarily one of fact.

The United States today carned 
forward its defense plans by es- 
tablishing zones in four areas of 
the Pacific and one in the Carib 
bean in which foreign ships may 
operate only on the express au 
thority of the secretary of the 
Navy.

‘| series of surveys throughout the country. 

These studies find that lotteries to help pay the cost of national 
defense are approved by a majority—though not a large one— 
while sentiment is about evenly split on lotteries to cover old-age 


The questions and replies in the survey are as follows: | 
“Would you favor lotteries in this country run by the federal 
government to help pay some of the cost of national defense?” 


“Would you favor lotteries in your state run by the state gov- 
ernment to help pay the cost of old-age pensions?” 


The Massachusetts referendum, in which approximately 71 per 
cent in 30 districts voted in favor of government lotteries, stirred 
considerable discussion in the state, although most observers feel 
that a lotterry bill will not get far in the legislature.

Nevertheless, the lottery idea is more popular in the New Eng- 


land and Middle Atlantic states than anywhere else in the coun- 
try, according to today’s survey results.

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The Balkans ' 


While it is well to place the darkest inter- 
pretation upon the Turkish-Bulgarian state- 
ment of Monday, there are indications that it 
may not be as serious as it would appear at 
first glance. Undeniably, it is bad. It injects 
new confusion into an already almost hope- 
lessly involved situation. It means an early 
and complete Nazification of Bulgaria, It 
means new pressure, but not necessarily fatal 
pressure, upon Greece. 

The first important fact to remember is 
that World War II will not be won or lost in 
the Balkans or the Near East. It will be won 
on the shores washed by the waters of the 


English Channel and the Atlantic ocean. It 
will be won by the fighting strength and 


determination of the British people and the 
industrial power and determination of the 
people of the United States. 

A second and important fact is that the 
Germans will not have an easy time in the 
invasion of Greece. The mountains and the 
almost non-existent roads of the Macedonian 
hills are an implacable enemy of .mechanized 
troops, while the supply routes from Germany 
through the Balkans are tenuous at best. The 
most highly trained troops are helpless with- 
out an adequate line of supply, and British 
bombers can and undoubtedly will pour hell 
into these German lines the instant they 
move into and through Bulgaria. At the same 
time, there is no assurance to Hitler that 
Turkey will abrogate her treaty with Britain. 

A third fact is that the British are now 
~fifm in possession of sea domination in the 
Mediterranean and tkrat no Balkan conquest 
can change, although it might hamper, this 
domination; they are also firm in_ their 
possession of the Island of Crete and main- 
land air bases, which will enable them to 
maintain blow for blow any German air at- 
tacks in the eastern end of the tideless sea. 

A fourth fact is that, even though the 
Greeks may be forced to abandon their gains 
in Albania to prevent encirclement by a Ger- 
man army from the rear, they possess a sec- 
ondary line of defense which has for centuries 
defied the mightiest military machines. This 
is where nature squeezed Greece about the 
waist; where 300 Spartans held the pass of 
Thermopylae; where nature has constructed 
a fortress worth a million men. 

Fifth, but by no means the least, is the fact 
that Great Britain can well afford to abandon 
pursuit of the Italian army in Tripoli to divert 
great numbers of the toughest fighting men in 
modern warfare to the Greek fighting fronts. 
A holding operation is now all that is neces- 
sary to safeguard*the Suez Canal from Axis 
forces. Naturally, it would be better to wipe 
out the last vestiges of Italian. opposition in 
Tripoli, and to make impossible aerial opera- 
tions against Suez from African bases, but the 
diversion clearly would have merit. Certainly 
the threat of German forces on the Bulgarian 


frontier will remove any reason for not send- 
ing troops from the Army of the Nile north- 


- ward into Helles. 

Whatever the result of the Turkish state- 
ment in the Balkans, it should have but one 
reaction here—speed and more speed in the 
passage of the aid-to-Britain bill and the 
dispatch of vast quantities of the necessary 
materials to Britain and to Greece. The peo- 
ple of this country must not lose sight of the 
fact that the passage of the aid-to-Britain 
bill will be a greater blow to Hitler and his 
stooges than the Russo-German pact and the 
Turkish statement have been to the peoples 
of the English-speaking countries.

Good, So Far 


The action of city council in making angle 
parking illegal anywhere in the city, any time, 
and in prohibiting double parking during the 
rush hours of morning and evening, is an ex- 
cellent step in the right direction. It should 
contribute much of improvement to Atlanta’s 
notoriously bad traffic condition. 

But, enactment of the new rules is only the 
first step. Now, they must be enforced. To 


enforce them will require a vigilant and firm. 


police department. There must be no favorit- 
ism, no concessions to any individual. When 
double parking is outlawed, any and every of- 
fender must be promptly served with a blue 
ticket to appear in the traffic court :nd an- 
swer for his misdemeanor. Without such firm- 
ness it will be impossible to educate the driving 
public in the new rule and it will likewise be 
impossible for the police to enforce it at all. 

As for angle parking, that should have been 
eliminated years ago. 

It is not only the added street space con- 
verted into storage space for a few individuals, 
but whenever an angle-parked car wants to 
back out or another wishes to occupy a vacant 
space, it involves the halting of all traffic 
on that side of the street. In many angle 
parking areas it has been necessary for the 
city to station a policeman to do nothing but 
halt traffic while some car slowly and care- 
fully backs out. 

There will be, undoubtedly, some individuals 
and some business establishments which will 
display the selfish attitude of endeavoring to 
retain the angle parking method, just so they 
will not suffer a slight inconvenience. Such 
an attitude is one of pure selfishness, with 
absolutely. no regard for the rights or com- 
forts of the entire population. 

The day will, eventually, have to come when 
all parking on downtown streets must be 
eliminated. There is, really, no equity what- 
ever in allowing individuals to convert the 
streets, built for the movement of traffic, into 
private garage spaces. 

Until that day comes, however, 
prohibition of angle parking or of double 
parking is a valuable step in the right di- 
rection. 

It is to be hoped, now, that council and 
the police will not be influenced by individual 
or group pressure and that the new rules will 
not only be retained, but also be properly en- 
forced.

None So Blind 


Appalling is the disclosure of the Georgia 
Social Hygiene Council that during 1940 there 
were reported to the State Department of 
Health over 21,000 cases of syphilis, of which 
almost 6,000 came from Atlanta; and that of 
the local food handlers examined in the last 
six months approximately 10 per cent were 
infected with that disease. Already, as the 
council emphasizes, syphilis is the nation’s 
outstanding health problem; every year more 
people are killed by this dread masquerader 
than by any other infectious disease. 


For endless years, after the sailors of Co- 
lumbus returned from Haiti with this monster 


of the new world, a misguided squeamishness, 
masquerading as morality, has permitted the 
constant ravage of our people by following a 
devastating hush-hush policy. Well-intended 
but uninformed public opinion took the stand 
that the best way to control the disease was 
just not to talk about it. Many people spoke 
of it in the tones of Tracy Lord’s juvenile sis- 
ter in “The Philadelphia Story”: “Certainly 
it won’t rain on Tracy’s wedding day; Tracy 
won’t stand for it.” 

Fortunately, reason seems about to prevail 
over Victorian prudery. No germ ever died 
from sorial snobbery. Insistence that nice peo- 
ple don’t associate with him does not worry 
the spirochete. 

Surgeon-General Parran, of the United 
States Department of Health, has shown. us 
the way to a more healthy life; Scandinavian 
countries have so controlled the disease that 
now their ratio of infected population is only 
one-hundredth that of our own. 

Surely we are not so far inferior to Europe 
that we will permit this greatest of internal 
enemies to ravage us at will.

| THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER 
FORECAST FROM CHURCHILL hg gait Feb. 18.— 


he next crisis of the war 
is visibly approaching. As always in these times before the storm 
bursts again with renewed fury, tension is rising in Washington. 
There is much apprehension among the higher officials, who watch 
the daily reports of storm signals from all over the world. There 
is also interminable discussion of the precise form the crisis will 
take. 

The trend of this discussion was: best summed up, not-by any 
American expert, but by the great strategist whom the problem most 
intimately concerns, Winston Churchill himself. In a recent talk 
with an able observer just returned from London, Churchill pointed 
out that Hitler had three main points of attack ... the British Isles, 
the Mediterranean, and Singapore. Hitler, he said, might attempt 
an assault against all three at once, or any one, or any two. And he 
added that no one in the world but Hitler himself could tell what 


the combination will be. 
THREE GRAND STRATEGIES In fact there are three al- 
ternative grand strategies, all 
offering special temptations to the Germans, in the view of our 
experts as well as of Churchill. The first is the strategy of the 
assault on all fronts, from Land’s End to Singapore. Interestingly 
enough, signs multiply that something of the sort may now be in 
preparation, although until recently the best military and naval 
thinkers have doubted whether Hitler would risk the necessary 
diversion of resources from his onslaught against the British Isles 
themselves. 

The assault on all fronts, if it comes, will have four chief scenes 
of action. All-out air and submarine attacks will be made on the 
British Isles, leading up, if they are successful, to an invasion. In 
the western Mediterranean, Franco will be forced to,grant transit 
to German troops for the siege of Gibraltar. In the eastern Medi- 
terranean, the Balkans will be brought under German domination: 
the Greek problem will be forcibly settled, and further adventures 
may perhaps be launched from the new Balkan base. And in the 
Far East, the large Japanese military and naval force now gathered 
at Hainan Island and on the coast of Indo-China will be used for 
an attack on Singapore. 

The signs that this grandiose plan may have found favor with 
Hitler are pretty simple and pretty obvious. Franco’s journey to 
see Mussolini brought Spain into the picture again. The extension 
of German dominance in the Balkans is currently in progress. A 
Russo-Japanese deal, always believed to be the necessary pre- 
liminary to Japanese acceptance of new commitments, suddenly 
seems to be in prospect. To be sure, the plan’s chances of success 
have diminished markedly during the winter. The rout of the 
Italians in Africa has removed all immediate threat to Suez, while 
the Japanese are increasingly fearful of this country. Yet the 
assault on all fronts may well be attempted. 


ASSAULT ON BRITAIN? The second grand strategy is the 

limited assault on the British Isles. 
If this is Hitler’s real plan, the events in the Mediterranean area 
and the Far East merely indicate another effort to get a lot for a 
little, by threats and bluster, like the unsuccessful German diplo- 
matic offensive last fall. They will not be followed by any big 
show, requiring the investment of considerable military resources. 
Instead, all German resources will be concentrated on the Battle of 
Britain. The submarine campaign will be greatly intensified. 
Every plane in the German air force will be thrown against the 
RAF, in an effort to achieve mastery of the air. And then, if full 
or partial mastery of the air is achieved, an invasion effort will 
follow. 

No military experts anticipate an invasion effort before the Luft- 
waffe has done all in its power to defeat the RAF. Some experts 
now begin to think that the risks of an invasion are altogether too 
great, and that none is planned. If invasion plans have indeed been 
a then the third of the grand strategies will come into 
play. 

This is to cut the British life-lines at every possible point, and 
to destroy all possible production facilities in Britain, with the pur- 
pose of bleeding the British to death rather than knocking them out 
with one blow. Under this strategy, there would probably be the 
same sort of show in the Mediterranean and attack on Singapore 
as are called for by the strategy of the assault on all fronts. There 
would also be intensive submarine warfare, aimed at starving the 
British Isles, and air attacks on Britain aimed more at general de-

“MR. DEWEY JOINS THE BAREFOOT BOY” A number of 


persons have 
said, here of late, that if the trend continues the Republican party 
soon will consist only of the Chicago Tribune. 

Mr. Thomas E. Dewey now has been awarded the-highest honor 
in journalism, an editorial attack by the Tribune. This honor re- 
cently was awarded Mr. Wendell Willkie. 

There is no more hilarious spectacle than that of the Tribune 
biting its own tail and yelping because it hurts. During the recent 
campaign the Tribune was for Willkie so emphatically it practi- 
cally filled its pages with praise for this honest and upright man. 

When he was defeated, the Tribune put on sackcloth and ashes 
and went about lamenting that justice was fled to brutish beasts 
and men had lost their reason. 

Within a short time it became apparent the Tribune was privy 
to the plan of Herbert Hoover and his dull and deadly group to 
“forget” Wendell Willkie. They never did like him because they 
could not control him.

Willkie, sticking to his line of reasoning as developed in the 
campaign, publicly supported the lend-lease bill. Not only did he 
support it but he dramatized his support by going to England and

UNPARDONABLE HYSTERIA The Tribune’s wrath was so 
ee great it made charges so 
ridiculous that they have caused nothing but. laughter. 

The Tribune now is charging collusion between Mr. Willkie and 
Mr. Roosevelt before and during the campaign. They ask who it 
was (and intimate it was the Democratic party) who paid for all 
the telegrams which the delegates received at the Republican con- 
vention asking Willkie be nominated. They demand to know who 
it was sold them Mr. Willkie. 

They say, without intimating anything, that they wondered all 
along at Mr. Roosevelt’s insouciant ease and calm during the cam- 
paign. And now, they say, they know it was because Mr. Roose- 
velt had a “stooge” as an opponent. 

Nothing more reprehensible has ever appeared in a newspaper. 
They lack even the semblance of intelligent review of the campaign 
or its factors. The ruthless perfidy of the charges arid the attack 
would constitute a new low in American journalism were it not for 
the fact the Tribune has, in its past history, other lows as great 
as this. 

This was so low it was humorous. And then, to add to the 
hilarity of all observers, Thomas Dewey, another person who re- 
fuses to accept the dictates of the selfish minds of Herbert Hoover 
and the Tribune, came out for the bill. 

The Tribune, swooning on the verge of apoplexy, denounced

In Mine Blasting 


Coal mines in southern Illinois 
are testing a new device invented 
by Nick Acordi, of Belleville, 
which is designed to eliminate the 
dangerous procedure of blasting in 
coal mining. 

The newly patented machine re- 
sembles an awkward steel crutch 
and is fitted with powerful pneu- 
matic cylinders which expand the 
two legs of the “crutch.” When 
inserted into a small hole in a vein 
of coal and the two legs are spread 
by means of a small hand-operated 
pump, a pressure of 80 tons to the 
square inch is brought to bear on 
the coal. The coal is broken from 
the face of the vein in large slabs. 

Illinois mine inspectors hope 
Acordi’s invention will eliminate 
the jarring explosions of dynamite 
which sometimes cause fatal slides 
or release dangerous fumes in coal 
mine stopes,

Dougherty. 

Calling for a size and creel 
limit on game fish, and asking for 
many other provisions which long 
have .been needed, the bill was 
Iaetked by members of the South 
Georgia Game and Fish Protec- 


tive Association, and in part by | 
the Bartow County Sportsmen’s | 


Club. 

Members of these organizations 
appeared at the open session and 
voiced their support. 


The proposal calls for punish- | 


ment of mines, factories or dye 
plants whose disposals are found 
to hinder ffish life. Its main 
weakness is failure to make it a 
misdemeanor to sell fresh water 
game fish (not catfish) and its 
leniency with the open _— season. 

Under the bill’s provisions the 
fresh water fishing season is 
lengthened. True _  conservation- 


ists favor a longer closed season | 
for spawning than the one now | 


in effect. The new proposal 
shortens it 15 days. 

When this bill hits the house 
floor it deserves the support, with 
several amendments, of every 
representative. Another proposal! 
which likewise was reported out 
favorably calls for protection of 
the alligator. This likewise should 
be supported, inasmuch as this 
reptile is a friend of the fisher- 
men and a deadly enemy to the 
natural enemies of fish.
